Into Atlantic 


W ilmington, Del., June 29 (ZP)—An 
Army tug was loaded today w ith a 
one-ton iron box of fine dust, po­ 
tentially

in the 
A tlantic “in a day or tw o’’ for 
safety’s sake. 
The dust is radio-active beryllium, 
which wras used for four years in 
atomic bomb work by the bio-chem i­ 
cal foundation, Newark, Del. Scien­ 
tists experimented with it to de­ 
velop m eans to to reduce hazards in 
working with atomic power. 
Dr. Ellice McDonald, D irector of 
the Foundation, estim ated the bery­ 
llium would rem ain radioactive for 
1,000 years. The |jox is “too hot’’ 
to have around, he said. If the bery­ 
llium should leak out, it would spread 
cancer of the lungs. 
The foundation decided the safest 
disposal would be to dum p the box 
intact 
into the sea. If th e box 
breaks or deteriorates Under water, 
Mr. McDonald said, a lot of fish will 
die but no humans will be in danger.

your brakes will check your m otor­ 
ing. 
Tight In Their Grooves 
Since a piston ring c sn be tig h t In 
two entirely different ways it is a 
good rule to remember th a t it can 
cause twin troubles. Everyone who 
stops to think about it will realize 
th at a ring th a t puts too m uch 
pressure on the cylinder wall will 
cause drag and overheating, but few 
realize that a ring can alae be tight 
in its groove, preventing xadial ex­ 
pansion of the ring when the engine 
heats up. This naturally results in 
preventing the ring from holding 
compression and checking oU pum p­ 
ing. This kind of thing can be so 
bad th at It causes serious blow-by. 
In one case the engine uctaally 
seemed to be misfiring. 
Water on the Plugs 
Every now and again I receive 
the stock question as to how w ater 
can be kept out of the spark plug 
wells. Comes a heavy rain and the 
plugs start to go dead. 
This is always due to failitre of 
the hood or hood sides to keep out 
the rain, and is usually found on 
older cars. Checking this som etim es 
calls for quite a bit of headwork and 
m anual skill, but one thing th a t 
will save a lot of experim entation 
is to use the garden hose to And 
out Just how water gets into the 
forbidden spots. Try it Arst so as to 
give the effect of a norm al rain, 
then as a driving rain. Be a bit 
suspicious of the hood sides, n o t to 
mention the point where the cowl 
joins the hood. 
One m otorist who m ade the test 
couldn’t get any w ater into the 
engine com partm ent. T h at's how he 
tumbled to the fact th a t the w ater 
was coming from a leaky hot w ater 
heater hose connection. 


Among some of the interesting 
"W hy’s" which I receive w ith regu­ 
larity is the query as to why there 
is any advantage in depressing the 
clutch pedal when cranking. This 
simple, 
act disconnects 
half 
the 
clutch and the transm ission so th a t 
the starter-m otor and battery have 
to turn over merely the engine, fly- 
whcel and driving m em ber of the 
clutch, I am also asked why knee 
action is preferable to a conven­ 
tional front axle. The answ er is th a t 
Independent springing perm its one 
or the other of the front wheels to 
rise over a hum p or fail into a hole 
without disturbing the other wheel 
and the car’s level. B ut if both 
front wheels h it the same obstruc­ 
tion the reaction will be the same j 
as with a conventional axle. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“The automobile world has harped 
so long on the subject of keeping 
hands off the carburetor it isn’t any 
wonder th a t today we are faced with 
a situation where millions of car­ 
buretors are crying for the simplest 
of attention. There are a few rules 
which apply to any sort of carbure­ 
tor job whether it be a bit of clean­ 
ing up or a complete rebuilding. 
"One is to rem em ber th a t parts 
easily pick up dirt. Be careful where 
you put them down. I t Is well to 
use some cleanser on th e carbure­ 
tor’s externals before taking any­ 
thing off it, for when parts are 
clean you can more easily see w hat’s 
needed. Among the things th a t are 
most likely to be wrong w ith a 
well-worked carburetor are a sticky 
Aoat, 
a 
worn 
accelerator 
pump 
plunger, corroded jets, a leaky Aoat 
gasket and general gum ming of 
parts and orlAces.” 
When Neglect Shows Up 
Why it Is th a t brakes will so often 
start to give trouble when the hot 
w eather comes along is easily ex­ 


plained by the fact th a t wheel bear­ 
ing grease is thinning out and run­ 
ning on the brake lining. At this 
point you have all the satisfaction 
of locking the barn doors after the 
horse has gone out for a run, but 
it will cost you a brake Job. If the 
lining th a t has been ruined by 
grease isn’t too old you often can 
pet by simply by replacing it and 
not the lining of the unaffected 
brakes. Linning can’t be de-greased. 
I’ve seen it burned off, soaked off 
and flied off. but the effects are 
usually temporary. 
flow To Prime It 
On a long trip it is well to be 
fortified 
against 
having 
the 
oil 


pump go dry some morning when 
starting up the engine. A short 
length of rubber tubing of about 
bi inch size is the main equipment 
needed for priming the pump. First 
disconnect the line to the oil pres­ 
sure gauge and then disconnect the 
windshield wiper line to the intake 
manifold. By making a tem porary 
connection between the oil line and 
the intake manifold, and by running 
the engine for a few moments, the 
vacuum created will draw oil up 
through the oil pump and the oil 
lines. 
Proves Cleanliness Pays 
Does it pay to keep tires clean? 
Many seem to think this is a 


mere frill. Actually, however, there 
is proof th a t cleanliness does help 
prolong the usefulness of the ru b b er.; 
You’ll see this by the way sidewalls j 
so often break on the car sitfe of 
the tires, whereas the walls facing ! 
the public usually last longer. The 
only explanation is that the walls 
that are exposed to view are the one* 
the motor car owner favors with a ' 
bit of dusting and washing. Soap 
and w ater are very beneficial to 
tires. Damage to the unseen tire 
walls often is due to grease and 
oil which, unnoticed, are not re­ 
moved. 
Iaw Speed Counts 
Jerking action of a car may or 
may not be due to poor carburetion 
or faulty ignition, but invariably 
the m ain factor in Its difficulty is 
low Intake suction or vacuum. This, 
In turn, is due to loss of com pres­ 


sion edifier aa a result of poor 
seating valves or worn rings. W hile 
there will be an actual loss In high 
speed performance and power the 
owner may not notice this at all. 
In fact, because the engine is sloppy 
he may assume that it is very peppy. 
B ut when he tries to run slowly in 
high gear the engine will kick up 
a fuss. T t is here th a t its defects 
will show up most glaringly 
Incidentally, in a test of old cars 
and their perform ance a 20-year-old 
Rolls won Arst place for running 
.smoothly a t a crawl. It simply had 
good rings, good cylinder walls and 
tight seating valves. 
Inviting Punctures 
Every time J. B. treats his tires 
unkindly he Is surprised to have a 
j puncture, but the explanation of 
this is simple enough. Most tires
